people, cognizant of the whole gamut of relations with 
Soviet Russia, and capable of dealing with the am­ 
bitious gentlemen on the Hill who so close to IWO. are 
psychologically disposed to perm! 
their candidacies 
for President Eisenhower's job to allect their judgment. 
It may be so that President Esienhower will permit 
the office of Secretary of S'a'o to be unfilled while 
John Foster Dulles live- so that those who regard 
themselves as plausible successors must out of respect, 
continue to serve in their present position- 
The four 
top men in the Slate Department, Christian Perter, 
C. Douglas Dillon. Robert Murphy and Loy Hender­ 
son, are capable of doing the business of the Depart­ 
ment if President Eisenhower will assume greater 
responsibility for policy-making 
Also.

The iron mentioned above 
al lorded me no trouble but there 
wen others who made me listen 
to their troubles in writing in bv- 1 
mg, in loving, in paying in envy, 
in frustration 


Normally, I am a tough Milk 
I do not bruise easily But after 
two years of abuse I went back 
to writing 
Being a cipher does 
not hurt a man. hut hang a 
cipher in debt does That was my 
category I wrote a 700-word out­ 
line on a hook to he called "The 
Day Lincoln Was Shot ” I took 
it to an agent.
